Amendment*! to the Illinois 
JLaivs. 
Banking 


The important points of the amendment 


to the Illinois banking law just passed by 
their legislature, are as follows: 


No public .stock but those of the state of 


Illinois to be received for banks hereafter 
organizing. 


Banks now organized can change stock 


that has averaged "below par for the past 
two years, for those averaging above par 
for the same time. 


Banks no.w organized (out. of Chicago 


and Springfield) may appoint an agent, (or 
may establish a mutual bank for redemp- 
tion,) at either of those points, for redeem- 
ing their .circulating notes at a rate not ex- 
ceeding 'J of 1 per cent, up to January 1st, 
1862, and not over J per cent, thereafter. 


Banks redeeming at Chicago or Spring- 


field are allowed thirty days after protest- 
ing of notes, for redeeming the same -with 
"interest at six per cent, only, while banks 
not redeming at those points shall have but 
twenty days from time of demand for re- 
demption of notes, and shall pay interest at 
the rate of twenty per cent, per annum. 


;The auditor, shall make quarterly reports, 


and publish the same, of the circulating 
notes and securities of each bank. 


No bank to be hereafter organized with 


less than $25',000 bona fide capita], and 
bonds deposited for security of circulation 
shall be considered evidence of such; capi- 
tal. 


No bank to be hereafter organized, to.lo- 


cate in.a city or village of less than one 
thousand inhabitants.

The clause, preventing placing money in 


hands of others for purposes of loaning, has 
beenlenacted to prevent' the present mode 
of .evading the law, regulating the rate per 
cent of interest that banks are all allowed 
to take. Their law says that no banking 
institution shaU take over seven per cent 
interest while it allowed'individuals to take 
as high as ten per cent by agreement.

THE GREAT FLOATING BATTERY AT NEW 


YORK.—A large amount of war material 
has been shipped from Pittsburg destined 
for the celebrated Stevens' floating battery, 
New York, which has been in course of con- 
struction several years, and will be located 
at the "Narrows," near that city. The 
whole amount of shell furnished, was one 
hundred and fifteen tons. The vessel was 
built under the direction of Bobert L. Ste- 
vens. It is about four hundred feet in 
length, with about fifty feet beam, being 
next to. the largest vessel of which keel has 
yet been'laid. Notwithstanding her great 
size, she will draw but a light amount of 
water. 
The'hull of the vessel ia built of 


iron plates, about three-fourths of an inch 
in thickness, nearly eight feet in length and 
about two feet in width. They are fastened 
together by rivets placed at about the dis- 
tance of' an inch and a half of each other. 
The rivets below the water-line are smooth- 
headed, so that they will offer no resistance 
to the vessel's progress through the water, 
while those above the water-mark, protrude 
from the vessel's side over half an inch, 
terminating in a sharp point. It is said, 
when completed, there will be nine shells, 
or plates of iron, with space between, mak- 
ing a wall twenty-seven inches in thickness. 
Being sharp at the bow, she can be us^d for 
cutting atvessel in two. She was designed 
to carry thirty guns of the heaviest calibre 
on her gun-deck, and mount four Paixhan 
guns ou her spar deck, and furnaces for 
heating red hot "shot were to be placed in 
different parts of the ship. From the fact 
that she is supplied now with her material, 
it ia probable that she is sufficiently com- 
pleted to be ready for use.
